Memo to Mr. Wood: 


If you plan to be here Thursday this 
matter can wait until I get in on that day. 


In your mail there is or has been a letter 
from Mr. Farrar, Jr. of Spinks, regarding a con- 
signment of coins which he was sending to himself 
in our care. He was here Monday on his way to St. 
Louis and explained that he had sent with a consular 
invoice a number of gold coins of Central and 
South America which must have had a bullion value 
well in excess of $100 and a sale value above that. 


I am attaching the notice we received from the 
postoffice which seems to imply that a formal entry 
would have to be made for them. Would not this imply 
an entry in bond? I assume that it did and told Mr. 
Farrar so, suggesting that possibly the simplest 
procedure would be for us to refuse the consignment 
and have him re-mail it from London. 


If as I stated, you will be here Thursday, we 
can discuss this matter.

I was sorry that I was away in the country when you errived. 
As a matter of fact I did not get your letters until I came in © 
yesterday. 


Today I went to the Custom House to see if I could get the package 
Cleared but found I could not withoughgoing through formal entry as 
value of the package was over ¥100.00, although not cutiable. I did, 
however, release the packace from the Post office section of the 
Custom House so that one step has been taken cafe of, but as it would 
take several days to clear this I did nothing about it as I do not 
know how long you expect to be in this country. 


If when you get to New York you care to have it cleared, this 
can be done either through a Custom House broker or personally. I 
doubt if the Society itself can do it because whether dutiable or 
not the invoice is entered on our bond book and we are responsible 
for the pieces forever ater unless we go through the steps of export- 
ing then. 


I am supposed to be on my vacation. If yhen you come back I do 
not happen to be here, Mr. Noe, as Secretary, can write a letter to 
the Custom House authorities, transferring the goods to you and can 
put you in touch with a broker. If you want us to refuse them later 
on we can easily attend to this matter.
